A  Distinguished  Naturalist. 

At  the  sixteenth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Troy  Scientific  Association,  held' Jan.  18, 
the  annual  address  was  delivered  by  the 
President,  R.  Halsted  Ward,  M.  D.  Dr. 
Ward  is  a  son  of  Mr.  Israel  C.  Ward,  of 
Bloomfield,  where  he  was  bora  in  1837. 
He  was  graduated  from  Williams  College 
in  1848,  with  distinguished  honor.  While 
in  college  his  scientific  tastes  were  strong¬ 
ly  marked;  lie  was  one  of  the  most  active 
students  jh  organizing  the  “Florida  Ex¬ 
pedition'”  a  college  excursion  to  Georgia 
and  Florida,  in  the  spring  of  1867,  set¬ 
ting  an  example  of  scientific  study  and 
9ollection,  which  has  been  extensively 
/  followed.  He  was  graduated  in  1882 
from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur¬ 
geons  in  New  York,  and  in  1863  com¬ 
menced  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Troy, 
New  York,  where  he  still  resides.  While 
attending  to  the  duties  of  a  large  practice 
he  has  always  found  time  for  scientific 
studies,  in  which  he  has  become  eminent; 
particularly  in  microscopical  research. 
In  1869  he  was  appointed  Professoi-  of 
Botany  in  the  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  In¬ 
stitute,  a  chair  which  he  still  holds. 

In  1871  he  became  one  of  the  editors 
of  the  American  Naturalist,  and  estab¬ 
lished  in  it  a  microscopical  department. 


which  was  the  first  department  of  that 
kind  in  any  j<>u:nal  in  this  country  His 
writings  un  this  subject  have  nearly  all 
been  repubbahed  in  Europe.  As  a  writ 
er.  a  lecturer,  a  practitioner  and  an  in 
ventor  in  inicr  iscopical  work,  he  is  well- 
known  in  scientific  circles,  l«oth  at  home 
and  abroad:  and  has  been  elected  mem 
tier  of  several  Associations  in  England 
and  on  the  continent,  in  addition  to  inem 
bership  in  a  large  numlier  of  societies  in 
this  country.  Dr  Ward  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Troy  Scientific  Association, 
was  its  first  president,  and  has  held  that 
office  ever  since.  We  give  below  an  ex 
tract  from1  his  address :

“  The"transfer  of  the  pollen  of  flowers 
from  the  stamens  to  the  pistils,  when 
first  discovered,  one  or  two  centuries 
ago,  was  sup]x»seri  to  lie  occasioned  by 
the  movement  of  winds  or  by  gravity,  no 
thought  occurring  to  scientists  of  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  living  creatures  in  the  at¬ 
tainment  of  this  purpose.  There  are 
various  classes  of  wind-fertilized  fiowers, 
the  liest  examples  of  which  are  those  of 
forest  trees  and  of  grasses.  These  were 
undouliteilly  the  primitive  forms  of  flow¬ 
ers  in  the  earliest  ages  of  the  world,  but 
they  have  liecome  less  important  with  the 
progress  of  time  and  development  of  veg¬ 
etation.  By  far  the  largest  proportion, 
including  all  those  most  highly  developed, 
of  flowering  plants  requires  the  transpor¬ 
tation  of  pollen  by  some  special  agency, 
which  is  furnished  by  insects.  These 
plants  have  more  or  less  showy-  flowers, 
variously  ami  often  beautifully  colored  to 
attract  the  attention  of  the  insects  which 
frequent  them  for  the  sake  of  the  honey 
or  other  food  which  they  contain.  In 
many  cases  even  the  circular  arrangement 
of  parts  around  an  axis,  so  conspicuous  in 
ordinary  flowers,  as  in  roses,  is  wholly 
obscured  by  adaptation  to  the  insect’s 
visits,  the  whole  flower  being  formed  into 
two  lips,  the  lower  constituting  an  alight¬ 
ing  place  for  the  insect,  and  the  other  an 
arched  hood  through  which  he  can  pass 
his  head  in  reaching  for  the  nectar.  Such 
are  the  mints  and  other  flowers,  which 
are  also  fragrant,  as  a  further  attraction 
to  the  insects.  In  plants  such  as  the 
night  blooming  cereus,  w  hich  open  at 
night  and  are  frequented  by  moths,  which 
fly  only  at  night,  the  colors  are  white,  or 
nearly  so,  and  the  odors  remarkable  for 
strength  and  delicacy.  It  will  be  observ¬ 
ed  that  the  flowers  are  rendered  conspic¬ 
uous  as  possible  in  the  night-time  by 
then-  w  hiteness.  In  the  violets  and  many 
other  families  remarkable  mechanical 
structures  are  developed,  to  favor  insect 
fertilization  and  prevent  any  other  kind. 
This  is  also  true  in  the  orchids  and  milk¬ 
weeds,  the  jKillen  of  which  adheres  in  a 
mass  to  the  heads  of  insects  and  is  thus 
transported.  In  the  violets  and  some 
other  families,  when  the  highly-develop 
ed  flowers  fail  to  be  sufficiently  produc 
tive,  little  flowers,  which  fertilize  them¬ 
selves,  hidden  near  to  and  sometimes 
under  the  ground,  are  produced  late  in 
the  summer,  giving  rise  to  an  abundant 
supply  of  seeds,  which,  however,  are  not 
as  good  as  the  seeds  of  the  regular  flow 
ers.  An  interesting  fact  is  that  the 
developement  of  flowers  and  insects  has 
kept  uniform  pace,  and  the  adaptation  to 
each  other  has  been  preserved.”
